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Anger over county's failure 
to respond to library protest 


CAMPAIGNERS fighting to save the Lyme Regis Li¬ 
brary are becoming increasingly frustrated at the lack of 
consultation and conflicting information from Dorset 
County Council. 

Speaking for the group, Anita Williams said: “We are 
disappointed by Dorset County Council’s failure to enter 
into meaningful discussion before making proposals to 
decimate the library network in Dorset. 

“As more becomes known about the legal position, it 
is clear to us that Dorset County Council have failed to 
consult adequately in accordance with the Public Li¬ 
braries and Museums Act 1964. 

“They tell us that they will consult in due course, but 
the reality is that this consultation will only be about what 
Lyme Regis will do once DCC has removed all funding 
and all services from our library. 

“We, along with other campaigners in Dorset, have ap¬ 
pealed to Ed Vaisey, Culture Minister, to intervene to stop 
DCC flouting the law. 

“We appreciate that cuts need to be made but we want 
to see them fairly shared across the library network so 
that when the economic climate improves the service can 
be reinstated. We do not want a short sighted slash and 
burn campaign of the type proposed by DCC. ” 

Campaigners held a meeting with volunteers on Lriday 
at the Guildhall, Lyme Regis, where an update was 
given. Anita Williams has offered to lead the group and 
she discussed what residents can do now to help fight for 
the future of the Lyme library. 

Ms Williams explained that a website has been set up 
at www.aroundlymeregis.co.uk to provide information 
on the campaign to save the library and to set out what 
residents can do next.

commemorative gifts for 
the town’s children. 

Councillor Daryl Turner 
did not think mugs were 
appropriate for the children 
of today and he suggested 
that the youmgsters should 
be consulted on what they 
would prefer. 

He said: “Mugs are not 
what the modern-day kid 
wants.” 

Councillor Sally Holman 
thought it would be “very 
nice” if the town council 
did something to mark the 
occasion but she agreed 
that mugs were not the 
right gift, suggesting that a 


commemorative coin 

might be better. 

Councillor David Coz¬ 
ens MBE said he was in¬ 
favour of some form of 
commemoration but 

wished to “disassociate” 
himself from the remarks 
made by Councillor 
Campbell about the royal 
family. 

Councillor Lorna Jenkin 
thought they should organ¬ 
ise some kind of event, 
pointing out that she and 
Councillor Barabra Austin 
organised an event for the 
Queen’s Jubilee in 2003 at 
very short notice. 

Councillor Austin said a 
£5 commemorative coin 


was being poduced and 
she thought this would be 
better than a mug. 

Councillor Ken Meech 
suggested setting up a sub¬ 
committee to look into the 
matter. 

Live band 

Councillor Ellis said she 
had also been basing with 
Lyme Regis Lootball Club 
who were planning an 
event which would take 
the form of a “picnic on 
the pitch”. 

It was planned to have 
the clubhouse open for the 
day so the wedding could 
be seen on the big screen 
with a picnic in the after¬ 
noon and possibly a barbe¬ 


cue and live band in the 
evening. 

“The idea is for people to 
bring along their own pic¬ 
nic,” she said. 

Councillor Ellis asked 
the council to give their 
support to this event. This 
was agreed with only 
Councillor Campbell vot¬ 
ing against. 

A sub-committee com¬ 
prising councillors Ellis, 
Austin, Jenkin, Whetlor 
and Cozens was formed to 
come up with an appropri¬ 
ate commemorative gift 
for the children with a 
maximum price of £5 per 
unit.

'Out of it'girl is 
rushed to hospital 

A YOUNG girl was rushed to hospital after police 
found her "totally out of it" in the Langmoor Gar¬ 
dens at Lyme Regis 

The girl was taken to hospital by her parents after 
she was found suffering the effects of alcohol at the 
entrance to the gardens. 

Police were forced to call the girl's parents after 
discovering her being helped from the gardens by 
friends because of her extreme drunkenness. 

The girl was discovered as police made foot pa¬ 
trols around the town on Friday evening. 

That same evening 20 cans of cider and lager were 
seized and confiscated by the Safer Neighbourhood 
Team from young people in Lyme Regis. 

PC Richard Winward said:"Whilst on foot patrol in 
the gardens, we were aware that someone had 
been sick and found, at the entrance to Langmoor 
Gardens, a girl being held up by her friends. 

"The girl could not stand on her own, could not 
talk and was totally out of it. Her parents arrived to 
collect her and were advised to take her straight to 
hospital at Dorchester or Exeter." 

PC Winward reiterated the warning that alcohol 
poisoning can result in death. 

Headded:"With the lighter evenings coming, par¬ 
ents must know where their children are and what 
they are doing."

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Schoolchildren benefit from 
Olympic values curriculum 


A SCHOOL partnership to inspire 
learning through a creative curricu¬ 
lum linked to the Olympic and Para¬ 
lympic Games was launched at the 
Weymouth and Portland National 
Sailing Academy (WPNSA) last 
week. 

The innovative approach to learn¬ 
ing was the initiative of three of 
Dorset’s School Sport Partnerships - 
West Dorset , North Dorset and 
Christchurch & Purbeck. Teaching 
staff from 80 schools across those 
area attended the day, which in¬ 
volved workshops as well as talks. 

The day’s agenda involved speak¬ 
ers touching on ways to enrich the 
curriculum through Olympic values. 
Teachers provided positive case stud¬ 
ies of using these values within their 
own schools. A highlight of the pre¬ 
sentations was former athlete Darren 
Campbell MBE, 2004 Olympic indi¬ 
vidual silver medal and team gold 
medal winner, who was heartfelt in 
his appreciation of all that School 
Sport Partnerships have achieved in 
their work with young people in 
schools. He was joined by another 
Olympian, Todd Bennett, who won 
silver in the men’s 4x400m relay in 
Los Angeles in 1984. 

Darren and Todd are currently aim¬ 
ing to visit 2010 schools before the 
Olympics to promote their fundrais¬ 
ing campaign for young sports peo¬ 
ple who need support to pursue their 
talents. They brought with them the 
huge Union Flag which had been 


signed at all the schools they had vis¬ 
ited so far, and their intention was to 
take the flag to the Olympic village 
next year and present it to Team GB. 

The workshops ranged from using 
such activities as ballroom dancing, 
ably illustrated by a group of chil¬ 
dren who learned their skills while at 
Darners First School, tri-golf, pocket 
fit exercises, and skip 2b fit, to enrich 
other curriculum areas as well as 
maximising children’s participation 
in physical activity. 

Thanks to the support of School 
Sport Partnerships, children from the 
partnership schools receive a more 
creative approach to physical educa¬ 
tion, with a variety of theoretical and 
practical techniques. Using physical 


education with the link to 2012 as a 
common strand, their learning can be 
extended to a wide variety of other 
subjects in the school curriculum. 

Dale Rhodes, Partnership Develop¬ 
ment Manager of the West Dorset 
School Partnership Development, 
said: “We have all found our first ac¬ 
tivity day of 2011 at the WPNSA in¬ 
credibly beneficial. It is always 
exciting to spend time working with 
such inspiring and motivated educa¬ 
tors. They demonstrate how to bring 
the wonder of 2012 into the class¬ 
room. Thousands of Dorset children 
will benefit from these creative 
learning activities which are embod¬ 
ied by our School Sport Partner¬ 
ships.”

Plan for new access to Scout Hut 


CHARMOUTH Scout Group has 
written to the parish council asking 
for help with access and lighting to 
the Scout Hut on the village playing 
field.

♦ CHARMOUTH Gardeners have 
emailed the parish council suggest¬ 
ing that there should be a community 
garden in the village. 

The playing field committee did 
not think it was practical to have a 
community garden in the playing 
field and suggested that the garden¬ 
ers should contact the primary school 
or advertise for a suitable site in 
“Shoreline”, the village newsletter. 

♦ COUNCILLOR Mike Whatmore 
was contacted by a resident wishing 
to organise a family games day in the 


village. The playing field committee 
agreed this was a good idea and 
Councillor Whatmore was instructed 
to inform the resident to go ahead. 
Councillor Hayter suggested the pro¬ 
vision of a volley ball net at the play¬ 
ing field. 

♦ PARISH councillors have opposed 
a planning application to demolish 
the bungalow at Holmside in Higher 
Sea Lane a replace with two semi¬ 
detached houses. 

Members of the planning commit¬ 
tee strongly obejcted to the proposal 
at their February meeting as they 
considered it to be over-development 
of the site and overbearing on neigh¬ 
bouring properties 

It was pointed out that Higher Sea 
Lane was composed of single 
dwellings on substantial plots and 
this proposed development would be 
out of keeping with adjoining prop¬ 
erties. 

Two letters of objections were re¬ 
ceived with residents fearing that the 
sewerage system would not be able 
to cope with properties with six bath¬ 
rooms and the possibility of holiday 
use. 

They agreed to recommend refusal 
to West Dorset District Council. 

♦ THE Planning Committee also ob¬ 
jected to an application for new fenc¬ 
ing at Dorset Caravans. 


They made the decision relcutantly 
as they had symnpathy with the ap¬ 
plicant’s experience of theft. 

It was agreed that the fencing 
would be inappropriate at the en- 
rance to the village bearing in mind 
the current improvements being 
made to the street scene in Char- 
mouth. 

♦ AT their January meeting the 
parish council considered an offer 
from West Dorset District Council to 
buy a strip of land to the north west 
of St Andrew’s car park for just a 
pound. 

The council noted, however, that 
the land did not appear to extend to 
the extent shown on a plan and de¬ 
cided to seek advice from a legal ex¬ 
pert. The option to acquire the land 
for £1 will last for 12 months. 

♦ THE annual Charmouth Parish 
Meeting will be held at The Elms on 
Thursday, March 24th, starting at 
7.30 pm. 

The two speakers will be Sgt Jon 
Bleasdale from Bridport Police Sta¬ 
tion and a representative from the 
Parish Plan Committee.

Harbour to be 
dredged this 
weekend 

FURTHER dredging of the harbour at Lyme Regis will 
be carried out this coming weekend. 

Under the supervision of harbourmaster Grahame For- 
shaw, the harbour entrance, the approaches to the harbour 
and the pool area will be dredged, starting at 1.35pm on 
Sunday afternoon to take advantage of the lowest tide of 
the year (0.3). 

The work will be carried out over three days, with con¬ 
tractors working two day and two night shifts. 

The material taken from the harbour, which has been 
tested for pollution, will be deposited on the main beach 
and is expected to be washed away in a matter of days. 

Mr Forshaw said the dredging was part of the ongoing 
maintenance programme budgeted by West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council and would improve access to the harbour.

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Bid to stop boats 
being left on beach 


EFFORTS by Fyme Regis Town Council to en¬ 
sure the resort’s two water sports clubs have 
adequate facilities this coming summer have 
hit a snag. 

Following a decision by West Dorset District 
Council to give Fyme Regis sailing Club and 
Fyme Regis Power Boat Club notice to quit 
their trailer parks, the town council has been 
working closely with both organisations to en¬ 
sure they have sufficient space to accomodate 
their boats when not at sea. 

After complicated negotiations, the council 
had reached agreements with both clubs over 
the siting of the trailer parks which included a 
small number of power boats being accommo¬ 
dated on the shingle at Monmouth Beach. 

But now Natural England have thrown a 
spanner in the works by insisting that they do 
not want any boats left on the beach as it is part 
of the area designated as being of special sci¬ 
entific interest. 

Town councillors went into private session at 
the end of their full council meeting on 
Wednesday of last week to discuss the rents for 
the trailer parks and the development involving 
Natural England. 

The importance of reaching an early decision 
on the concluding the negotiations was stressed 
by sailing club commodore David Beer when 
he addressed the council on behalf of both 
clubs during the public forum sesssion at the 
beginning of the meeting. 

In a prepared statement, he told councillors: 
“May I emphasise that both clubs depend on 
being able to store boats. Things have worked 
well until now, both clubs have benefited from 


good hard standing and easy access avoiding 
the public and boats mixing unnecessarily. 

“Initial confusion over the changes being 
made by West Dorset District Council led to 
consultation with them and with Fyme Regis 
Town Council. 

“Access was established, the town clerk 
moved swiftly to establish ownership for 
FRTC of the area of accretion. Many meetings 
have taken place. 

Benefit to town 

“Numbers of members and storage spaces are 
crucial to viability, to being able to host major 
events which benefit the town and to attracting 
skilled sportsmen who are able to set a high 
standard and pass their skills on to young mem¬ 
bers. 

“In this case, increased area does not equate 
with increased usable area. There is no ques¬ 
tion of the clubs having sought to acquire extra 
space. 

“Close co-operation between the clubs and 
considerable effort by the town clerk and solic¬ 
itors has led to the solution which is being pre¬ 
sented to you this evening. We all need 
agreements to be in place in time for works on 
the areas to be carried out during the first two 
weeks of April. 

“We hope that the recommendation from 
your Strategy and Policy Committee, together 
with the information we have circulated to you 
and what the town clerk will put to you this 
evening, will resolve the position for the clubs. 

“We are grateful for the time and effort that 
officers and council have spent on this issue.” 


After the meeting, town clerk Mike Fewis 
confirmed that the council had agreed a rental 
formula for the area based on the square 
footage of the tarnac areas and the shingle area. 

He also confirmed that Naural England was 
not in favour of power boats being left on the 
main beach and he was now in the process of 
setting up site meetings with Natural England 
and then the clubs to discuss the matter further. 

Mr Fewis accepted that time was now of the 
essence and maintained that the district council 
had not given the two clubs enough time to quit 
the previous arrangements. 

He also pointed out that it was quite common 
for boats to be left on the beach in other resorts, 
including Seaton and Beer, which were also 
part of the special scientific interest areas. 

“It’s making things very difficult for the sail¬ 
ing club and power boat club,” he said. “They 
have to send out details to their members for 
the coming season and they want to know 
where they stand. 

“We are hoping to come to some form of 
compromise with Natural England. It is only a 
small number of power boats that will be left 
on the shingle.” 

Mr Fewis said the council appreciated the im¬ 
portance of the trailer parks to the two clubs 
and were committed to providing a long term 
solution, although there might have to be a re¬ 
stricted arrangement for the coming season. 

Mr Fewis also said that planning permission 
for the new arrangments might be necessary 
and this would delay the arrangements even 
more.

Heavy industry also found 
an unlikely home in Lyme 
and iron stoves made in 
the town won prizes at the 
Great Exhibition of 1851 
at Crystal Palace. 

Lyme cement was much 
sought-after by dock com¬ 
panies for underwater 
building and from Victo¬ 
rian times there was a 
large cement works and 
tile factory right on Mon¬ 
mouth Beach. 

Lyme also had an oil in¬ 
dustry in the form of oil 
milled from linseed and 
there was even an unsuc¬ 
cessful attempt to find 
coal. 

This fascinating exhibi¬ 
tion has been researched 
and mounted by Lyme 
Regis Museum volunteers 
Richard Bull, Ken Gollop 
and Graham Davies, and 
includes many historic 
photographs and extensive 
new research. 

Richard Bull will also be 


giving two special talks at 
the museum to accompany 
the exhibition.

G EOFF Baker - former PR to Paul 
McCartney - says”Rock Bottom”, 
his first book which takes an irrev¬ 
erent and racy look at the rock industry - 
is a work of “complete and utter fiction”. 

It took him six years to get into print be¬ 
cause none of the mainline publishers 
would touch it with a microphone stand 
for fear of litigation. 

In the end Geoff s old boss Macca gave 
him the green light but he still had to form 
his own publishing company to get it into 
print. 

The 400-page paperback romps and ruts 
through the conjoined stories of flagging 
rock star Ian Taylor, his demented PR 
Peter Forth and a blackmailing fanchild 
who threatens to ruin the pop idol’s repu¬ 
tation by unmasking a long-hidden sexual 
secret, driving "Forth to a breakdown. 

It’s a cracking read, but not for the faint¬ 
hearted or easily offended. Referring to it 
as “rude” is probably one of the under¬ 
statements of the literary world; it’s posi¬ 
tively filthy. 

But it’s cleverly constructed and su¬ 
perbly edited. It took me just a couple of

publishers, who normally would have 
jumped at the chance of publishing “Rock 
Bottom” had it not been for Baker’s high 
profile job with some of the top names in 
rock music, had shied away. 

“Complete and utter fiction?” It had me 
thinking. Can the rock business be this 
base? 

A must read 

Knowing Geoff well (he was the best re¬ 
porter I ever employed) and with parts of 
the storyline set in Lyme, this was always 
going to be a must read for me. 

I was hooked after page one and de¬ 

voured its contents over just three or four 

nights. 

I’m not big on fiction (sporting and polit¬ 

ical biographies are more my taste) and 

I’ve not read a book that’s shocked me 

more. It’s in your face stuff and I just coul- 



n’t sleep after reading the first two chap¬ 
ters. Of course, I knew Geoff was a superb 
writer - but his ability to shock, amuse and 
shamefully making me shed a tear left me 
grateful, and a little ashamed, of my com¬ 
fortable existence in the leafy climes of 
local newspapers. 

I know Geoff has had to confront his own 
demons, both during the writing of “Rock 
Bottom” and since in his herculean strug¬ 
gle to get it into print. 

At several stages during the book I had 
to ask myself should I be reading Geoff 
Baker for Peter Forth? That was a most 
distressing thought. 

Geoff succeeded in planting just one 
more black thought in the back of your 
mind at the end of each chapter, but there 
was always a twist waiting in the wings. 

If you strip away the expletives and vivid 
sexual antics, there’s a real and touching 
story of a man battling against addiction 
and finally coming through. 

It was necessary for Peter Forth to reach 
“rock bottom” and the reader is left think¬ 
ing, indeed hoping, that the PR pro can 
spin his own life into normality.

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Mountainous challenge for Paul and Kirsten 



A DAREDEVIL dentist and his partner have 
just returned from the world’s largest continen¬ 
tal mountain range after tackling its highest 
peak in aid of Cancer Research UK. 

Kent House dentist Paul Bester and his part¬ 
ner, and dental nurse, Kirsten Taylor spent 
three weeks climbing the Andes highest peak, 
Mount Aconcagua. 

At almost 23,000 feet, the mountain is the 
highest summit in the world that can be 
climbed without the aid of technical skills, and 
is more than 36 times higher than Golden Cap, 
the highest point on the South Coast. 

After funding the trip themselves the pair 
managed to raise almost £3,900 for the charity. 

The trip was Paul’s second big expedition, 
having climbed Kilimanjaro in 2009, but it was 
a first for his partner Kirsten. 

Kirsten said: “It was a lot scarier than I had 
imagined. There are no big paths to follow, you 
are very aware that one false move and you are 
gone.” 

The pair made it to base camp, which rests at 
just over 14,000 feet, alongside three experi¬ 
enced climbers. At this stage however, after 
battling with altitude sickness for a number of 
days, Kirsten was ordered to go back down the 
mountain by medical staff. 

“I have no regrets. In the end it wasn’t my 
choice to stop, the doctor said I had to go 
down,” she said. 

“Thank you to everyone who sponsored me 
but no you can’t have a refund because we did¬ 
n’t get to the top, we paid the price for every 
penny believe me!” 

Despite concerns for Kirsten the pair decided 
that Paul should push on alone. He reached the 
penultimate camp on the mountain, which 
stands at around 19,000 feet. At this point Paul 
and his team were alongside two groups from 
Spain and Canada. 

“We had just got to the high camp when the

Spaniards came across and said they had just 
checked on the radio and there was a storm on 
the way. The Andes is notorious for storms. It’s 
got the worst weather pattern of any mountain 
range in the world,” he said. 

“They said in two days time there is a storm 
coming through with winds in the region of 
50mph. You won’t survive. At 30mph the tents 
go and at 40mph you go.” 

Paul later discovered that the storm was set 
to last at least a further five days. 

“I made the decision and said look guys I’ve 
had a really amazing time, its been fantastic but 
I’ve got Kirsten back in town and even if we 
do go back to base camp and wait, we don’t 
have enough time to get back to the top. It was 
completely out of our hands, there was nothing 
we could do.” 


“When eventually we had to turn around we 
found out two experienced climbers had died 
that night from exhaustion.” 

Despite not quite reaching the top the pair 
were still upbeat about their efforts. 

Paul said: “The reaction from patients has 
been absolutely amazing. I thought it might be 
the end of the relationship but it’s been a com¬ 
plete surprise, Kirsten was well up for it. 

I have no regrets and I’m very happy with 
what we achieved.” 

Having arrived back in the UK on January 
25 th the couple were back to work after a day 
off. Despite Paul still not having any feeling in 
four toes the pair are already planning their 
next trip. 

“We probably won’t do it for charity next 
time as our patients will be sick and tired of us 
begging for money but we have got our eye on 
the Annapurna circuit in Nepal in a couple of 
years time,” he said.

A MEMORIAL service for the late Chris Chapman, for¬ 
mer bookshop owner and founding member of the re¬ 
formed Lyme Regis Town Band, takes place at The 
Minster Church, Ilminster, tomorrow (Thursday) at 2 pm. 

Mr Chapman was born in Matlock, Derbyshire, the 
youngest of five children, in 1926.. The family moved to 
Newton Abbot in Devon where his father had taken a post 
as headmaster. In Devon, Chris attended Wolborough Hill 
Prep. He then went on to Exeter School and as soon as 
war broke out, he joined the Home Guard when he was 
16. As soon as he could, he joined the Royal Artillery as 
a Commissioned Officer, serving in India and Sumatra 
with the Royal Artillery 43rd regiment. 

After being demobbed from the Army, Chris went to 
Downing College, Cambridge,where he studied agricul¬ 
ture. He then returned home and the family moved to Dal- 
wood, near Axminster, where he ran a smallholding, with 
pigs and poultry. 

Chris married Marguerite in June 1960 and later gave 
up farming to work for the agricultural firm Levers, man¬ 
aging the area reps and gaining a prominent reputation as 
a renowned specialist in poultry farming. 

Chris and Marguerite moved to Wiltshire, where they 
lived first in Bay don, and then Marlborough where their 
two children, Mark and Sara, were born. In 1968, Chris 
moved the family back to the South West to Lyme Regis, 
to be nearer to his ailing father. Having purchased a house 
at the top of the town, Serendip Line Books made its pres¬ 
ence first known in a small shop in Silver Street, moving 
to Bridge Street and then to Broad Street. 

During his time at Serendip, the film ‘The Lrench Lieu¬ 
tenant’s Woman’ with Meryl Streep and Jeremy Irons was 
made in Lyme Regis and the bottom of the main street 
was transformed into a typically Victorian market town. 
Being the bookshop in the town, there was obviously a 
great deal of interaction with the whole process and as 
John Lowles was a close family Mend, Chris and his fam¬ 
ily were able to enjoy the excitement of the film in its 
making. 

When the film company departed, they made a large fi¬ 
nancial contribution to Lyme Regis and Chris put forward 
the idea of re-starting the Lyme Regis Town Band. Chris 
took up the tuba - all the other instrument players of the 
town congregated and under the watchful eye of the Joe

O’Donnell and Pat Perry, the band flourished. 

In 1985 Chris moved to Ilminster; he loved the town, 
the people and new his bookshop. Paragon Books, latterly 
lie Valley Bookshop, was a haven from the mad world 
for all his customers and he welcomed anyone who came 
within. In fact it was described by one customer as ‘the 
intellectual hub of Ilminster’. 

In 1996 Chris suffered an aortic aneurism, characteris¬ 
tically baffling the doctors by determinedly surviving it. 
In later years, Chris’s health began once more to cause 
him problems, which was something he found incredibly 
frustrating given his customary mobility and energy. 

But he was always very clear about what should happen 
once he died, and according to his wishes, his family en¬ 
sures his remains were donated to science - the day after 
he died on December 7th 2010, aged 84, his corneas 
helped another patient. His body was then taken to Bris¬ 
tol University where it has since been used to further aid 
science and to teach young doctors.

I T would seem that 
election fever is 
starting to gain mo¬ 
mentum in Lyme Regis 
with just over two 
months before we go to 
the polls to elect a new 
town council and two 
district representa¬ 
tives. 

Everywhere I go peo¬ 
ple ask me about the 
latest candidates to de¬ 
clare their intention - 
so here’s the state of 
play as I see it. 

On the district coun¬ 
cil front, only two can¬ 
didates have declared 
their intention for the 
two seats - existing 


member Daryl Turner 
and seafront business¬ 
man George Symonds, 
both standing on a 
Tory ticket. I also ex¬ 
pect the town’s other 
sitting member, wine 
merchant Pat Hicks, to 
stand again. 

I have heard one 
more name mentioned - 
someone who takes a 
keen interest in council 
affairs - but he has yet 
to go public. 

And I’m sure the Lib¬ 
eral Democrats will be 
putting up a candidate 
so I am confident there 
will be an election for 
the district council 


seats. There’s absolutely 
no doubt that there will 
be a town council con¬ 
test; in fact, if all those 
I’ve heard are standing 
decided to do so, there 
could be as many as 22 
candidates for the 14 
available seats, which 
will make the voting slip 


the longest for many 
years. 

The latest rumour is 
that George Symonds, 
who has been waging a 
long battle with the town 
council over seafront 
rents, may well put his 
name forward for the 
town election as well as 


the district. Mark Gage, 
a member of the lifeboat 
crew and a staunch sup¬ 
porter of the new youth 
club, has also indicated 
that he intends to stand 
for the town council. 

There’s talk also that 
Anita Killingback (nee 
Williams), daughter of

long-serving councillor 
Stan Williams and one 
of the leading lights in 
the fight to save our li¬ 
brary, may be making 
an attempt to follow in 
her father’s footsteps. 

Only two existing town 
councillors have con¬ 
firmed they will not be 
standing again - Ken 
Meech and David Coz¬ 
ens MBE. 

I expect all or most of 
the remaining 12 exist¬ 
ing councillors to seek 
re-election (including 
Pete Williams who I 
thought might stand 
stand down after long 
service), although some 
have told me they are 
still considering their 
positions. That probably 
means they will go for 
another four-year term. 

So with the other de¬ 
clared candidates (Terry 
O’Grady, Chris Clipson, 
Rikey Austin and Dun¬ 
can Lay), I think we can 
safely say there will be a 
contest. 

But local government 
is a fickle business and 
it could all change by 
next week.

Clinic to help 
work prospects 

LYMENET are offering local people help to improve 
their chances of gaining employment or voluntary work 
by offering Well Worker Clinics. 

Similar to the idea of the Well-Woman and Well-Man 
Clinics offered by GP surgeries, these clinics are a chance 
for people to have a work health check and find out if 
there are any work related areas that LymeNet can help 
with. 

The clinics are free and open to those people that are 
unemployed or working 16 hours or less and live in Lyme 
Regis and the local West Dorset area. They will have the 
opportunity to review their “working wellbeing” and an 
individual plan will be devised. This can include review¬ 
ing their CV, portfolio, qualifications, work experience, 
interview techniques, assertiveness and confidence. 
Through these clinics LymeNet can also offer literacy, 
numeracy and IT training. 

The aim is to provide local people with access to high 
quality information, advice and guidance that can lead to 
relevant training, tuition and ideally employment, a better 
paid job or voluntary work.

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The Alabama 3 bring their 
dance-blues fusion to town 


ALABAMA 3 are not from Alabama, in fact, there's more than three of them 
as well. But the Brixton based outfit have been referred to as "the best live 
band in Britain" (The Guardian), and the voices and writers behind The So¬ 
pranos' theme song 'Woke Up This Morning,'are booked to play Bridport's 
Electric Palace on Saturday, March 26th! 

The band's Acoustic and Unplugged tour sees a four-piece outfit consist¬ 
ing of Larry Love (vocals), Aurora Dawn (vocals), Rock Freebase (guitar) and 
Harpo Strangelove (harmonica) on the road. 

With this line up they bring a whole new dimension to the songs made fa¬ 
mous by Alabama 3.This isn't acid house music, this is country/gospel/delta 
blues, but played with a rhythm you've still got to dance to. 

With the addition of Aurora Dawn to the line-up there's an added injection 
of soul or, as it says on the cover of the band's latest album Revolver Soul, 
this is soul music with a gun against your head. 

By performing in this stripped down acoustic way the band's aim was to 
show the songs in a format reminiscent of the people that have been their 
inspiration, chiefly the old Delta Blues players like Fred MacDowell and 
Bukka White. This will be one night at the Electric Palace not to be missed. 

The band was the oddest musical outfit to originate from late 90s London. 
They were also the most original.The group's origins are shrouded in urban 
myth - the band like to claim that the three core members met in rehab, 
while their Southern accents have many believing they are from the US state 
of Alabama, although it appears vocalists Rob Spragg and Jake Black met 
at a London rave when Spragg heard Black singing HankWilliams"Lost High¬ 
way.' 

Bonding, they set out about creating an agenda of Americana, electronica, 
leftist politics, and laughter. Joined by DJ Piers Marsh, the trio issued two 
12" dance singles that combined their interest in gospel and country music, 
yet these went over the heads of the London dance scene. 

In Italy, where Spragg and Black began singing Howlin'Wolf songs over 
Marsh mixes, the idea of the band began to take shape and back in Brixton, 
South London, they recruited a crew of musicians to shape their vision. This, 
combined with brilliantly theatrical live shows, meant the band attracted a 
huge South London following long before they had a record deal 

Signed to One Little Indian, their 1997 debut, Exile on Coldharbour Lane, 
was a groundbreaking work that effortlessly fused gospel, country, blues, 
and house music. Dubbed "chemical country," Alabama 3 broke down the 
barriers between line dancers and ravers. 

The band's penchant for absurdity was displayed in Spragg and Black's in¬ 
sistence on singing, rapping, and preaching in deep Southern accents 
alongside samples of cult leader Jim Jones preaching Maoist philosophy 
and the renaming of all members - Spragg became Larry Love; Black be¬ 
came The Very Reverend D. Wayne Love. 

Yet the songs were strong and imaginative and their observations on con¬ 
temporary UK culture were spot-on: country and blues were used to look 
at the excesses of dance culture - all with a pumping 808 beat behind them. 

The band was picked up on by UK roots DJs Charlie Gillet and Andy Ker¬ 
shaw, but the UK music press, in the height of its infatuation with Britpop, 
ignored the group or derided them as a novelty. 

Fortunately, U.S. audiences displayed a greater degree of irony and cult TV 
series The Sopranos employed the band's 'Woke Up This Morning' as its 
theme music.

An evening of jazz at the Palace 



TO MARK his first tour since 2008, ac¬ 
claimed drummer Dylan Howe takes his 
modern jazz four-piece on the road 
throughout the UK in February and March 
2011 - playing original ensemble pieces 
with special arrangements of Blue Note 
classics, David Bowie's Berlin period, John 
Coltrane and beyond 

Highly rated and versatile drummer 
Howe leads a Blue Note-styled quartet, 
often compared to Roy Haynes'and Elvin 
Jones'groups, playing his original compo¬ 
sitions coupled with special arrange¬ 
ments and adaptations of choice 
compositions from different genres. 

The band features the best young play¬ 
ers from the London jazz scene and has 
often featured as a critic's choice and CD 
of the week in the broadsheets with hun¬ 
dreds of live performances including: 
Ronnie Scott's, Pizza Express on Dean 
Street, Jazz Cafe, 606 Club, South bank 
Centre, London Jazz Festival and The Sage 
in Gateshead among many others. 

With a new studio album due to be re¬ 
leased this summer and a 25-date tour 
preceding it, Howe has returned to the 
Coltrane influenced quartet sound that 
first got him into jazz. Reunited with his 


favourite pure jazz players in Brandon 
Allen (tenor sax), Ross Stanley 
(piano/Hammond organ/synths) and Tim 
Thornton (double bass). 

This group marks Howe's progression 
from his popular quintet of 2005-7, his 
Larry Young inspired Unity 4 group (fea¬ 
turing Mike Outram, Tony Kofi and Stan¬ 
ley on Hammond), his re-imagining of 
David Bowie's Low and Heroes albums 
with The Subterraneans and his recent 
piano/drum duo (with Will Butterworth) 


playing adaptations of Stravinsky. This 
new and organic improvising ensemble, 
all at the top of their game, clearly enjoy¬ 
ing playing together, having really found 
their metier with each other. 

The choice of music on this tour is an 
amalgam of Howe's recent projects, en¬ 
compassing Bowie's Berlin trilogy albums, 
Larry Young, Stravinsky and John Coltrane 
with clear influence drum-wise from Elvin 
Jones, Roy Haynes, Bill Stewart and Ed 
Blackwell.

Beaminster begin

THE Bob Buckler stables were excited by 
Mizzurka’s win at Hereford on Monday 
when she sauntered home in the European 
Breeders’ Fund Mares’ ‘National Hunt’

“She has loads of talent and won the race 
with plenty in hand,” said Buckler. “She did

race that won’t happen; she won’t have so 
much time.” 

The race was also a tactical success for 
McCoy who kept the seven-year-old tight 
on the inside rail, whilst all the others fol¬ 
lowed the racing line towards the outside. 

“He was very clever and saved a lot of 
distance. After jumping a hurdle he went 
further infield to find the better ground then 
had to pull out again to jump the next, but 
it was a much shorter route and far better 
ground for the horse.” 

It was a better week all round for the sta¬ 
ble as Mister Matt put in an impressive per¬ 
formance when finishing third behind 
Midnight Appeal in the Clacton Comrades 
Carling Handicap Chase at Huntingdon on 
Thursday. In only his second run over 
fences he only finished 5% lengths down on 
the winner. 

“It was a super run off almost top weight, 
especially as his training has been inter¬ 
rupted with puss in his foot, which is not the 
best preparation, and the ground was bit too 
soft for him.

Things 
looking 
bleak for 
Wildcats 


WEYMOUTH Wildcats hopes of resurrecting speedway, 
certainly at their current home in Radipole Lane, look 
bleak after West Dorset District Council (WDDC) con¬ 
firmed that any application for a change of use for the 
land surrounding the Bob Lucas Stadium, home of Wey¬ 
mouth Football Club would be ‘judged on its merits’. 

This is a severe blow to Harold Doonan, a former spon¬ 
sor of the Wildcats, who is spearheading a five-man con¬ 
sortium to save speedway in the town. 

Mr Doonan was buoyed earlier in the week on check¬ 
ing with WDDC that the land around the Wessex Race¬ 
way was designated for sporting use only, but subsequent 
enquiries suggest that should any planning application 
be received for alternative use, then it would be consid¬ 
ered. 

Landowners Wessex Delivery Partnership (WDP) in¬ 
sist there are no plans at present to lease it out for “mo- 
torsport activities”, which rules out the immediate return 
of the Wildcats to the track this season, and the need to 
look for alternative premises. 

The statement has a bearing also on the future of the 
football club, as WDP are part owned by Morgan Sin- 
dall, who acquired ownership of the land when Malcolm 
Curtis, who is part of WDP took over as chairman of 
Weymouth FC in 2008. 

The fear is the land including Wessex Raceway could 
be earmarked for development.
